inferior to him; which Conſideration ſhould. check all 
haſty Concluſions concerning his glorious Majeſty,” the 
Manner of whoſe Exiſtence far exceeds; the Fathom of 
all created Intellects. Now the Doctrine of the eternal 
Generation of the Son of Gon, is quite undiſcoverable 
by the Light of Reaſon, nor do I know what can be of- 
tered in the whole Compaſs of Nature that may give a 
ſuitable Reſemblance of ſo ſublime a Myſtery, ſo as to 
aſſiſt us in conceiving of it, any further than that it is re- 
vealed, and may be poſſible as far as we know; and if 
what we do not know to be impoſſible, and all the World 
by their utmoſt Skill and Art, cannot prove to be a Con- 
tradiction, appears to be teſtified by any Perſon of Cre- 
dit and known Integrity, of whoſe Veracity we can en- 
tertain no Manner of Doubt; we cannot with any juſt 
Reaſon refuſe to give our Aſſent: but ſuch is the Caſe be- 
feore us, if we allow the Scriptures to be the Word of Gop.

Puniſhment on Innocence itfelf, without any regard to 
Guilt ; and at the ſame Time gives us the moſt'dreadful
